Mountaiuside Hospital. 

The annual meeting of the Moun¬ 
tainside Hospital was held at the 
Evans Home for Nurses Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 30, at 3 o’clock. As the report of 
the secretary of the Governing Board 
is of public interest it is presented in 

foil: , 1 

While i.hc opening months of the 
year 1911 were momentous in their im¬ 
port and fAught with decisions care¬ 
fully and conscientiously adjudged to 
be for the best interests of the hospital 
in carrying on its work harmoniously 
and successfully, it, like its predeces¬ 
sors, has been one of accomplishment 
and progress. 

In reviewing the list of patients 
cared for during the year we find that 
there has been quite an increase in the 
number of admissions, 1,207 patients 
having received care and treatment; of 
which 720 were surgical cases, 530 re¬ 
quiring operations. Two hundred prod 
fifty-three were occupants of private 
rooms, 203 received free treatment and 
of the 751 remaining ward patients 381 
paid the usual ward prices; 269 paid 
half rates, the remaining 121 paying 
according to thsLr ability. 

The children’s ward was in active 
service throughout the year, forty-two 
children receiving care and treatment. 
One hundred and five patients were 
cared for In the maternity department. 
The work of this department is rapidly 
increasing. At times during the year 
applicants have been refused admis¬ 
sion on account of the demand being 
greater than the supply, both public 
and private wards being taxed to the 
utmost. 

The out patient department minis¬ 
tered to 756 patients, and as many of 
these returned for daily treatment the 
ealls on the dispensary during the year 
were 1,660. 

It gives us pleasure to record that 
the work of the hospital was never 
more satisfactorily administered. Men¬ 
tion has heretofore been made of the 
efficiency of our superintendent. Miss 
Harriet T. Meiklejohn, and we are 
pleased to state that our confidence in 
her ability to carry on successfully the 
jvotk of the institution is not mis¬ 
placed, this being manifested not alone 
in the orderly and systematic condition 
of the hospital in all cf its departments 
or in the sympathy and harmony pre¬ 
vailing between her, her assistants and 
the narses, but aHo in the appreciation 
by the members of the visiting itaff of 
her intelligent and interested oo-opera- 
tion with them in their endeavors to 
keep the work done in the hospital up 
to ;the highest ideals of modern and 
scientific methods of medicine abd 
surgery. 

Appreciating the degree of efficiency 
to which the hospital has attained in 
its treatment of the sick and suffering 
we cannot speak too highly of the 
faithfulness of our staff of physicians 
and surgeons, who, actuated by the 
desire to make the Mountainside Hos¬ 
pital equal to the best in the land, a 
place where the sick poor will receive 
care that cannot be excelled in any 
other Institution, have unselfishly de¬ 
voted their time and skill to the work 


of the hospital without thought of re¬ 
ward beyond the experience they may 
gain from their labors, giving the same 
care and attention to tbe suffering poor 
as to their richer neighbor. 

As there is a great deal of interest¬ 
ing work and many interesting cases 
are seen in the hospital and dispensary 
with the hope of benefiting the Institu¬ 
tion and those connected with it, a 
clinican society composed of all the 
physicians who have official connec¬ 
tion with the hospital,, was organized 
in December with the purpose of pro¬ 
moting' scholarly and scientific in¬ 
terests in’ medical subjects, and the 
furtherance of a feeling of mutual fel¬ 
lowship among the physicians. 

Regular meetings are to be held at 
the hospital at which there will be a 
definite programme. A specific time 
will be given to members for reporting 
comprehensively cases of interest and 
ample time will be allowed for discus¬ 
sion. 

Additions were made to.the hospital 
staff during the year by the appoint¬ 
ments of Dr. William R. Broughton as 
consulting opthalmologiat; Dr, Ralph 
Opdyke, consulting aurist, and Dr. 

Herbert W. Foster of the homoeopathic 
school of medicine as a member of the 
visiting staff. 

The use of the private rooms ind the 
operating room was accorded : to Dr. 

Morgan D. Hughes of the regular 
school and Dr. John H. Young of the 
homoeopathic school, and as there are 
now four physicians of the homoeo¬ 
pathic school of medicine as¬ 
sociated with the hospital, patients 
preferring that treatment may receive 
it both in the private rooms and in the 
wards. There have been twenty-five 
patients of this school cared for in the 
private roomfe during the year and 
since the appointment in March of a 
homoeopathic physician on the visit¬ 
ing staff nineteen patients have re¬ 
ceived treatment iu the wards. 

The usual interesting graduation ex¬ 
ercises of thefTraining School were held 
in the Unity Church,Upper Montclair, 
on the evening of May 23. Eight of the

ing much gratified by their expressions 
of pleasure and commenpation of the 
work. 

As Inquiries are often! made regard¬ 
ing the hospital, its Mork, what it 
stands for, etc., a small pamphlet 
giving the required information in the 
form of questions and: answers was 
prepared and a number distributed 
during the year. Copies of the 
pamphlet will be kept ^t the hospital 
and mav be obtained from the super¬ 
intendent or from the .Board of Gov¬ 
ernors. 

Owing to the repairs 4f the previous 
year the hospital was ir excellent con¬ 
dition at the beginning of the current 
year, and little has beejn necessary in 
the way of construction; the year’s ad¬ 
dition to the genera! equipment being 
only the completion T>f the much 
needed changes in the dower house. 

Early in May, acting upon the re¬ 
commendation of our idvisory board, 
the work of reconstruction was awarded 
to Walter Kidde, engineer and con¬ 
structor, New York city, and the work 
has been completed with the following 
satisfactory results: Seteral extra win¬ 
dows have been placed in the power 
house, the old high pressure boiler has 
been removed, a new chimney built 
and a large high pressure boiler in¬ 
stalled. The position of the engine has 
been changed, a coal bin of cement 
built to hbld from 75 td 100 tons and a 
block and pulley system installed for 
removing ashes. The oM wooden stairs 
have been replaced witjb an iron stair¬ 
case and platform, a dew high power 
drying room for laundfy use has been 
built in a portion of tlie engine room, 
thereby enlarging the laundry con¬ 
siderably; a new piece of laundry ap¬ 
paratus, namely, a bsdy ironer, has 
been installed and an independent 
water line run in to tfce laun Iry ai d 
power house. The insid# of the laund y 
and power house have been treated 
with two coats of white cold water 
paint and the building painted also on 
the outside. 

In the accomplish 1 uent of these 
changes we appreciate not only Mr. 
Kidde’s careful and conscientious 
work, but his contribution to the hos¬ 
pital of the usual conuuission allowed 
'for professional advice and person. 1 
supervision. 

We regfet to rdbord tliat on account 
of contemplated absence from home 
during the coming yeaf, our President, 
Mrs Henry A. Btrohkieyer, has felt 
to refuse a farther term of 
So able and acceptable has 
her administratk) 1 of thllr Office, 
that she has endeared herself 16 the 
heart of eyery member of the board, 
and we rejoice that she will continue 
to be associated with ui in the work. 

Our regret however, s temjjered by 
the pleasure we exper ence in the re¬ 
sumption of the office by our former 
President, Mrs. Franklin H. Hooper, 
whose faithful and conscientious ser¬ 
vice during past years, assures us that 
the work of the hospitid will be carried' 
on. 

We trulv appreciate the assistance 
received during the year from the 
Mountainside Associates; the Young 
l*eople’s Society of the'Congregational 
Church, Montclair, in contributing to¬ 
ward the support of a free bed in one of 
the public wards; tht contributions 
from the churches of the several town¬ 
ships on Hospital Sunday, and Sunday 
services held by the pastors and young 
people; the benefactions of dejiarted 
friends; the gift of $300 from the 
Homoepathic Society, ^lontclair; and 
other sums of money; work contribu¬ 
ted, gifts of furnishings* groceries, fruit.
